The "Fabulous Fifties" lived 
j up to their name in T o r r a n o < 

schools, which today have six 
time* a.i many students as thej 
had in 1950.

During the decade, the num 
ber of students rose from 4000 
to more than 25,000 and t h r 
number of schools from four to 
31 (with another eight schools 
in various stages of construe 
tion or planning).

During the same period, Tor 
ranee schools gained recognition 
in national magazines and on 
TV- -for the district's "Little Red
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 ichoolhouse" fmultigrade) and 
'Supermarket of Knowledge" (ed­ 
ucational material building).

"Despite ell the building 
problem* we had during the 
pest few yeert, our primary 
aim it developing « sound ed­ 
ucational program for all our 
students," declared School Su­ 
perintendent J. H. Hull, who 
has headed the Torrance dis­ 
trict since it was formed in 
1947. "We are striving for In- 
dividualixation of instruction  
to help each student do the 
best work of which he is cep-

Torrance has had greater prob­ 
lems in school building than 
many of its neighbors. Here 25% 
of the residents are of school age, 
compared with 16% in Burbank, 
14% in Inglewood end 8% in 
Santa Monica.

Over the past 10 years, voters 
have authorized more than $34,- 
000,000 in school bonds for con­ 
struction of new facilities. When 
the decade opened, only Fern, 
Perry, Torrance Elementary and 
Torrance High schools served the 
community. At that time, Wal- 
teria School was at another loca­ 
tion, and the high school boused 
seventh and eighth grades also. 

In the meantime, 27 new 
Hchooli have been built, but the 
builders have had a difficult time 
keeping ahead of the stork and 
moving vans. Double sessions 
reached their high point 48%  
in 1954, but have steadily de­ 
clined until they amount to only 
about 12% toda<y. The district 
now has 784 classrooms in use. 

As January opened, 28 sep­ 
arate construction projects, 
including tix new schools, ad­ 
ditions to 21 others, and rehab­ 
ilitation of Fern School, were 
In various Stage* of construc­ 
tion or planning. Three new 
schools are slated to open 
within the next six months.

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ates grew from 144 to more than 
2200. l^ast year, Torrance grad 
uates won some $50,000 worth 
of Hcholarships.

The district won nation-wide 
attention for its "Little Red 
Srhoolhotme" p o r g r a m whirh 
started at Walteria School in 
1955. The program entail* plac 
ing youngsters from three grades 
in one classroom. It since h a s 
spread to other schools and to 
other school districts.

The district's educational ma 
terials building also wan feu 
tured on TV and in national 
magazines. Instead of upparat*' 
libraries at each elementary- 
school, the district has one cen­ 
tral library. This enables the 
schools to provide a greater va­ 
riety of books which are uied 
more frequently.

On a high school level, the 
district, moved ahead with plans 
for improving its curriculum.

For the academically tal­ 
ented, the decade brought in­ 
troduction of a seven-period 
day, summer school sessions 
in which eighth graders re­ 
ceived high school credit, al­ 
lowing selected top students to 
attend II Camino, opening 
high school libraries at night, 
offering Russian language 
courses, and development of 
special research courses. 
Parents and students meet col­ 

lege officials and discuss possible 
programs «s the district holds 
educational advisement nights 
district-wide.

The high schools also held ca­ 
reer conferences, in which people 
from various professions meet 
studenfs (o discus's advantages 
and disadvantages of various 
types of work.

On an elementary level, indi 
vidualizalion of instruction was 
sought. Science Research Associ­ 
ates reading kits were intro­ 
duced, as well as other devices 
to help each student move ahead 
as quickly as possible.

In 1959, the district started 
pilot studies in television for 
instruction in certain subjects. 
Results of this program are 
not yet determined. 
Casimir School is the scene of 

a pilot study in the teaching of 
foreign language  Spanish to 
elementary students on a plan­ 
ned, carefully studied basis. The 
high schools and Casimir saw 
the introduction of the language 
laboratories, in which tape re­ 
corders and records are used ex­ 
tensively to help children learn. 

Science carts are also being 
used in elementary classrooms, 
to enable bettor science instruc­ 
tion on an earlier level than has 
been customary.

Special committees of sc h o o 1 
people are studying and plan­ 
ning for West High School and 
future elementary schols. with 
an eye toward making them suit 
the needs of the Space Ace.

"This figure indicates local 
residents have a higher income 
capacity than the national av­ 
erage, since Torrance's 0566% 
of the nation's population is 
taking home .0581''. of tlie 
Net Effective Buying Income. 
The per capita buying income 

in Torrance was $1804 during 
1958 with an average of $6332 
per household and $5798 per 
consumer spending unit.

Fit/gcrald said: "It is easily 
recognized that a goi>d percent­ 
age (8.4) of the households hr.ve 
an annual income of more t h ;i n 
$10,000 and that this group con 
trols 26.4% of the city's effec­ 
tive buying income.
